MACHINISTS' LONG STRIKE.

The lntei-iuilional Association of Ma- 


chinists has issued the following bulle- 
tin for the guidance of metal workers 
who were interested iu tho general 
nine hour workday fight which began 
last .May: 


"Little change of any importance can 


be chronicled in the strike situation. 
In Sa« Franc-teco it seems to have set- 
tled down to a question of endurance, 
and everything outside of that city is 
seemingly adjusted—that Is, as far as 
the Pacific slope is concerned. Ileport- 
ing this is not extending an invitation 
for men to go there in search of work, 
nor is it intended as an excuse for 
those in search of it to account for 
their presence in California. Let it be 
distinctly understood that there ia no 
change in the situation, and no men 
are wanted in San Francisco or vicin- 
ity, 
no matter what you see in the 


ncvs'spuijcrs to the contrary. 
Keep 


away. 


"The situation on the Southern sys- 


tem of isiilwnys is unchanged.. The 
men are holding out at the different 
points as firm as on the first day, 
while, according to unimpeachable au- 
thority, the motive power is badly crip- 
pled through the machinery being run 
down. Don't let the coming of spring 
induce you to go south and above all 
things don't go scabbing in any of the 
shops of the Southern. 


"It was fondly hoped that the trou- 


ble would have been adjusted in Chi- 
cago before this, as negotiations had 
been going on for weeks between Hugh 
I)oran of the executive board and 
Business Agent Ireland on our side and 
representatives of the Metal Trades as- 
pe>e uition on the other, but their labors 
came to naught.

its to ei^lit hours per day all work on 
t,o\eminent contiaets. 


Steel works, shipbuilding firms, boil- 


er makers and others interested in gov- 
erniiK nt contracts ha\e combined to 
defeat the bill. 


l]\eiy one of the men who is fighting 


the eight hour bill is lighting for the 
light to inuease his own profits nt the 
expense of the civilization of this coun- 
tv.%. 


\ n eight hour day Is n long dny—too 


long a day—but it at lea^t gives the 
\\oikinan time to rend, time to think, 
some chance to store up vitality for 
transmission to his children. 


Every intelligent manufacturer knows 


that workmen well treated in a very 
short time do actually as much work iu 
eight hours as in ten or even more. 


They know that at the end of a year 


the man who has worked eight hours 
each day has always produced more 
nctunl results than the man who dur- 
ing the same sear has •worked ten 
hours per day. 


The eight hour man has worked with 


a fresh brain, fresh muscles and some 
enthusiasm. These qualities have more 
than made Tip for the two hours per 
day. 


But while they know that eight hours 


ia better for the workman, better for 
the nation and better in the long run 
for themselves the selfish manufactur- 
ers \vill not take even a slight tempo- 
rary risk. They don't want to thi«»k 
of: competitors working their men lon- 
ger than they do, and so they unite to 
fight the law which with more intelli- 
gence and with more patriotism they 
would be the first to uphold and en- 
courage.—New York JournaL 


The Consumers' league has found a 


new field of usefulness and is now en- 
gaged in an effort to prevent the sys- 
tem of child labor from gaining ground 
in public charitable institutions, says 
the New York Tribune. 


Mrs. 
Florence Kelley, secretary to ^be 


league, said: "Our attention was drawn 
to what seems an abuse of this nature 
by the fact that a number of manufac- 
turers who applied for the league label 
have admitted that some of their goods 
are not made on their own premises 
and are made in certain public institu- 
tions for the care of children. We are 
trying to fi»d out to what extent is car- 
ried this practice of making money 
from the labor of children who are sup- 
ported by the city and private benevo- 
lence and are supposed to be at school. 
"We have great quantities of moral cer- 
tainty regarding these abuses and are 
now engaged in procuring legal proof. 


"\\ e are not yet quite ready to give 


the names of the offending institutions, 
but shall soon be in a position to do 
so." 


Henry "White, general secretary to the 


United Garment Workers of America, 
when called on said: "We shall certain- 
ly give the Consumers' league every as- 
sistance in our power. The unions de- 
cidedly object to having the charitable 
Institutions brought into competition in 
the labor market and to having child 
labor exploited for the benefit of pri- 
vate firms. Why, it is a revival of the 
system of convict labor that has been 
abolished by law in our prisons, \vith 
the added wrong that children, not 
criminals, are condemned to it. 


"We do not object to their doing what 


is required for the institutions in which 
they are lodged, but we do object to 
using children of tender nge in the sys- 
tem of contract labor. We have proofs 
that the thing is being done, and we 
propose to join the league in fighting 
it. 


"Eternal vigilance is needed in pro- 


tecting labor, as many covert attacks 
are made on the hard won rights of tho 
workers. We are now engaged In fight- 
ing a bill in the state senate which is 
an effort to get rid of a part of the 
present law regarding working hours 
for women and minors in factories. 
The Marshall bill proposes to amend 
the law that prohibits women and mi- 
nors from working more than ten hours 
a dny in any factory, so that only wo- 
men under twenty-one and boys under 
eighteen shall be so restricted." 


The officers of the Consumers' league 


are highly jubilant over its rapid 
growth. Mrs. Frederick Nathan, the 
president, exclaimed: "We are perfect- 
ly delighted with our progress! Since 
our annual meeting in January we have 
grown more rapidly than ever before." 


"There are at present thirty-four 


manufacturers using the Consumers' 
league label. Up to the present year 
these have all been factories outside 
of New York city, but the most recent 
addition to the ranks is a New York 
city manufacturer who makes np a fine 
grade of garments. One of the largest 
ot" the New England firms turns out 
12,000 garments a day and puts the 
.Consumers' league label on everything 
unless merchants object. Five other 
firms use the label on everything manu- 
factured, and they assert that the label 
has been the means of securing a high- 
er grade of goods from, the factories on 
account of the increasing demands 
through the merchants for goods not 
made in tenements." 


The right to use the label is granted 


only to factories in which the state 
factory law is obeyed; all the goods are

Before the use of the label is award- 


ed to a manufacturer his factory is vis- 
ited by an agent of the league, who 
also asks both the local board of health 
and the state factory inspector for a 
special report on the establishment. 
When this is satisfactory, the manufac- 
turer signs a penalty contract embody- 
ing the four points guaranteed. After 
the use of the label is awarded the fac- 
tory is visited from time to time by the 
agent of the league, and the local com- 
mittee of the league reports upon it to 
the national secretary. 


Mrs. Kelley stated that the member- 


ship ot the league is much larger than 
Is actually recorded. 


On this same subject the New York 


Journal prints the following editorial: 


"The old discovery has been made by 


Labor Commissioner McMackin that 
thousands of children under the lawful 
age are working in factories for a liv,- 
ing in this state. The poverty of par- 
ents drives them to represent that their 
boys and girls are older than they real- 
ly arc. 


"The commissioner's cure is to re- 


quire a certificate giving official evi- 
dence of the age of the child derived 
from the public records, aa is the prac- 
tice in Europe.

While it is of course bad to be ex- 
tremely nervous before a contest, yet I 
bullet e that a sprinter must be under 
a certain tension in order to do good 
work. 


"The rules for training are simple. I 


generally start with jogging 300 yards 
or so each day. 
After a week I begin 


slow starts to perfect my style and 
usually end the day's work by striding 
£10 yards. Care should be taken that 
the muscles are thoroughly limbered 
up before fast starting is attempted. 


"l-'inally I begin running fast for 


twenty or thirty yards and gradually 
increase the distance.

until satisfied that I am in shape. Then

tant thing is to train with men faster 
tbnti yourself, or at least as quick off 
tho mark. 


"Always have a cold shower bath 


nnd then a good rubdown after work- 
ing. 


"1 pay very little attention to diet,

A 
man with a weak stomach, however, 
should exercise the greatest care In 
his diet. 


"I do not believe that sprinting is In-

Wear as few 
clothes as possible, take precautions to 
avert strain and have something heavy 
to slip ou as soon as you pause to a\crt 
catching cold. Many a man has boon 
killed or rendered a \\rook by sitting 
down lo cool off while dripping with 
perspirattion from exercising. Do not 
let perspiration dry, nor afUr your 
cold bath delay in getting into warm 
clothing. 


"The first exercise I'll give you is a^

"Inhale and render abdomen muscles 


rigid. 


"Stand facing the wall, several feet 


away from it. Step forward with your 
right foot, putting out your right hand 
Hat against the wall and pushing as 
though trying to push the wall back.
